Local Project Is Among 


Others Included In Plea 


for Funds 


The proposed new Madison post- 


office is included in the recommenda- 
tion now before the house of repre- 
sentatives in 
^yashington, D. C., 


that appropriations be made -with 
which to carry out plans for gov- 
ernment buildings. 


The recommendation was made in 


a speech by Congressman Duncan 
U. Fletcher of Florida, who de- 
clared that a total of $16,130,780 
•was needed to erect buildings on 
sites for which appropriations have 
been made. The Madison pcstoffice 
is among these. 


A report submitted by Secretary 


of the Treasury Andrew \V. Mellon 
shows that $640,000 more is neces- 
sary to complete the project. The 
site was purchased Nov. 18, 1923, 
for $336,448. Congress had author- 
ized $550,000 for the site and the 
Ibuilding, but this sum was found 
to be inadequate. 


The buildrng cost is now estimat- 


ed at $853,552, and a balance of 
only $213,552 remains.
